Xnw YonK, ^lay 1 — A Vienna sjiocial 
stales that the I'riiicu of M-'iihia niul ii (IIh- 
tinguishod company yoatfidrtv visited tlio 
Eicposition buildiug. 

Seven thousand dnvys Inden -with nrti- 
clenfor tho Eviioaitioii are botweou the 
frotitiorH and Viunim, and as only 200 can 
Lo unladou a day, it will bo the end of 
Juno before tho kIiow is in full jiroRross. 

A'lENNA, May 1 — Thu J'lxposition whh 
inaugurated to-day by tho I'iniperor of 
Austria, iu tho prcsciioo of nienihers of 
tho Imperial family and tho royal and U- 
luHtrioua guoHts, the Htnta and civic dig- 
nitiirie.s. Tlio wo.ithnr was unfavorable, 
but tho crowds of people from nil partH 
of Llie world who wituesHed tho iuiponiu^,' 
coremoiiios were imnienso, filling the ro- 
tunda and transepts of thc! buildiug and 
porlioiiH of tlio grounds surrounding it. 
At noon the Emperor Francis Joseph en- 
tered the rotunda, with tlio Crown Prin- 
cess Victoria of Gorinany on liis arm, 
followed by tho German Crown Prince, 
Fredrick William, who escorted tha Em- 
press Augusta. After them caino the ol- 
dest son of tho Priuco, accompanied by 
tho Prince Imperial of Austria. Tho 
Emperor took his seat on the throne, when 
the combined bands, numbering several 
hundred musicians, performed the Aus- 
trian hymn, which ■was succeeded by the 
PruHsiiuianthom amid the cheers of the 
multitude. 

ADDKESa TO THE EMPEEOll ntANC'lS JOSKl'II. 

The Arcliduko Charles then rose, and 
addressing the Emperor, oaid: — "Sire, 
tilled with gladness, I salute your Majes- 
ty in these hails devoted to progress and 
to peace. Your poiticipation haa fitly 
brought to a completion the ■work which 
now draws upon Austria the eyes of the 
■world, and has secured for the Patherlaud 
a full recognition of the part she takes in 
the promotion of tho welfare of mankind 
through instruction and labor. May it 
please your Majesty' to receive this cata- 
logue and declare the exhibition open.' 

THE KMPEROE's EEPLY. 

Ths Emperor, receiving the casket con- 
taining tho oataloguo, replied: 

"With lively satisfaction I behold the 
completion of this undertaking, the im- 
portance .^nd sif2;nificanco of which I np- 
prociato iu the highest degree. My con- 
tideucQ iu tho patriotism and capability of 
my people, and in the sympathy and sup- 
port of friendl; nations, has accompanied 
tho development of this great work, !My 
■well wisiios and grateful recognition are 
devoted to its termination, and X now do- 
claro tho Univeraal Exposition of 1873 
opened."

This party which hiul bi'oii laiiti- 
ed from the Pularis were driven from her 
by a gale which burst her mooring on tiio 
iuth Ootolmi, 1872,.- in latitudo 72 dg. 
35 miu. When Ifllst'sodu the Polari« was 
unde^^ste^m nnd.|.'anvass making for har- 
bor on 'oasP'si'do of Northumberland Is- 
land. She had no more boats left, She 
was in command of t"a,it. Buddington who 
had 13 of the crew along with him and a 
plentiful stock of provisions. Her bow 
was somewhat damaged. It i.s tlio opin- 
ion of the survivors that they will be, un- 
able to get clear till July. In tho ey^nt 
of tho ship being nnseawortby thoy would 
have to make new boats to clVeet an escape. 
On the 8th Oct. 1871, in latitudo 81 dgs. 
18 inins. hnigitude 7 dgs. it mins., Cai)t. 
Hall died of apople.xy aiul was buried on 
shore. Tlicy (M-ected a wooden cross to 
mark his grave. He had recently retnrn- 
.«d' from ft northern iledgti expedition in 
which he had nttainod a latitude of 82 
dgs. IG mi^us. He seemed in his usual 
liealth when he was suddenly struck down 
and expired. In Dec. 1871 the PolariH 
entered winter quarter.s and left August 
12, '72. Ice was very heavy and sot in a 
southerly direction. She was ^ drifting 
south and so uontinned drifting till Oapt. 
and party wore driven from hor. Sledge 
party crossed Kane's Polar soa, which 
they pronounced to be a strait aliont ,15 
miles wide. There was apjjunraiico of 
,cpou. water to the northward. Resenoi-l par- 
ty suffered very much during dreary drift 
from hunger and cold. For the last ten 
months they ate raw seal and polar boiir 
as they could get them'. "VTlion mot by the 
Tigress they sliowod evidentnignsof great 
sutl'ering, but during the nine days they 
have been on board tliey inqiroved vastly 
and are now in fair hcai til. The party is 
in char.gi; of the I'.S.Ciiiisiil and will ar- 
rive at St. John on Monday.
